We 
were told by Mr, Wallbric that he was 
a Conservative, and that he was elected by 
Conservatives and Reformers working to 
gethea, Gentlemen, I ama Reformer from 
tho bone, as I might say, and I too have 
beon elected by Conserv and Reform- 
ers united.’ (Cheers) The only parties, 
whose support I did not receive, were the 
Roman Catholics. The hearts of many of 
them wero with me, but they were directed 
to vote against me and they dare not ro- 
fuse. (Hear, hear.) Why then did this 
union take place between Reformers and 
Conservatives? Just because we had a 
common end—we were seeking equal civil 
and religious rights to all. and exclusive 
privileges to none.

In going 
through the Trent election, you were told, 
and I dare say some of you who knew no- 
thing about me were inclined to believe it, 
that I was a bigot ‘and a fanatic, and that

differently from me. Such was in 
then got up—[cheers]—not exactly a “Pro- 
testant howl,” but an anti-Protestant howl, 
and it succeeded so well that it may lave 
been that which brought about my defeat 
Indeed had it not been for the circumstance 
that two days were made to intervene be- 
tween the first and second days of the poll- 
ing, I think it very likely there would not 
have been an opportunity of getting up 
that howl, and the result might have been 
different, [WJear, hear] But that matter 
is past, and I am willing to leaye it. And 
especially I am willing to accept that de- 
feat, since the result has been to secure 
the triumph of the principle of “equal 
rights for all” in the county of Peterboro’ 
where I live. (Cheers.) Wo were told at 
the commencement of the Trent election 
that no “ Covenanter”—that is, no good 
Protestant, could represent any constituency 
of which the county of Poterboro’ formed a 
part. And why didthe Toronto Mirror, 
under the direction of Bishop Charbonnell, 
make that statement? Because it knew 
that in Peterboro’ the Catholic vote amount- 
ed to a thousand, and it considered that it 
was out of the quvstion for any man to 
think he could curry the election with this 
united vote against him. On the first oc- 
casion, by tliat vote being cast against mo, 
I was defeated. But at the late clection it 
has been shewn that the principle of “ equal 
rights and privileges” could carry even in 
the county of Peterboro’. [Cheers.] The 
principles which have been inscribed’ on 
the walls of this room to-night, are the 
principles’on which that election has been 
carried. And I say there is nothing in 
these principles, on which all lovers of their 
country, whether Protestants or Catholics, 
may not nite, hal Tt would be for 
tho interests of all that they should be car- 
ried, and I trust the day js not far distant 
when all shall be united upon them, But 
it has been said that, if the Protestant feel- 
ing has become predominant in Upper Ca- 
nada, if the Opposition have carried the 
larger number of the constituencies of Up- 
per Canada, the contrary feeling has pre- 
dominated in Lower Canada. That con- 
trary focling, I believe, is not stronger than 
it was before. 1 believe the Opposition in

Some little tall: occurred, when both 
Inid down their weapons © Mr. McCurdy threw 
the axe down n flight of staire, ond resuming 
his cane, again ordered them ench to leave the 
mill; both refosed, when Mv. McCurdy strack 
énch in turn blow; on that both ran out of 
tho mill, McCurdy stopped at the mill door, 
when Bull turned and said; “ McCurdy, Twill 
shoot you before sun down ortly after he 
also said, “ McCurdy, I will be the death of 
you.” Then affer going away about 25 yards, 
apparently intending to put his first threat into 
exeoution, he turned acddenly round, entered 
the saw mill and picked up a maple wedge, two 
feot long, and about two inches square at the 
upper end, with an iron ving around it, used 
for separating lumber, and after coolly whittling 
it to fit his hand, roturned to the mill dooy 
Where deconsed was atill standing, and . 
Como out of that, for I am bound to go ton.— 
McCurdy raised hisstick indofence : nflersome 
sparring Bullcanght hold of McCurdy with his 
loft hand, pulled him auddonly towards hin, 
and at the same time struck him a blow with 
Hie wedge upon the head, which felled him to 
the floor senseless and bleeding. ‘The blow was 
repeated upon the right knee, inside. Bull was 
intercepted by a. third party—Mr A Frank, 
whom he threatened to use in the same manner, 
Unleas he retired peaceably from the mill.

AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


We have carefully examined the Account of the Treasurers of 
the Town of Belleville for tho year 1857, and liave found all Mr, 
Sawyer’s work correct, and duly vouched for. 

With reference to the Account kept by Mr, Judd, prior to Mr. 
Sawyer’s appointment, during a period of some six weeks, we make 
no remark, as there are evidently omissions on both sides of the 
Account, which, together with Mr. Judd’s former Account, we re- 
commend should be forthwith made the subject of Arbitration, and 
his books balanced. 

We have appended a\statoment of the permanent and current 
liabilities of the Town, ns also an Account of the'assets, consisting 
of Town Property, uncollected Taxes of 1857, and also for former 
years as far as we could ascertain them, which is only to a limited 
extent however, a8 we cannot find the Rolls, excepting for 1856 
and 185%, although it appears by the 25th Section of the Assess- 
ment-Law’s Consolidation Act, there should be no difficulty on 
this head,
